4 ) The two couples then walk around with their right hands in th 
center and back with the left hands. 

o’' Circle fo rr hands around to.the left 

6) The ladies,hoiding their partners' hand,walk around in front 
of their partners around in back.Then you break hands with 
your partner and give your corner you right hand and walk 
around back to your partner. 


7) Everybody swing your partner 

(then the first couplo goes on to the. 
next and repeats ; the above) 


8) Promenade around the set til you reach homo.
